The figures given are Impressive 
but the Intelligencer says they are apt to 
be misleading 
“It has been stated over and over 
again,” says the Wheeling newspaper, ‘'al­ 
though not sufficiently impressed upon the 
public mind, that dollars themselves are 
not wealth. It Is what they represent ‘hat 
counts. In this case. they represent chiefly 
guns and tanks and ships and bombs and 
shells and fighting planes sud the cost of 
servicing vast numbers of men under arms. 
This is not wealth by any .stretch of the 
Imagination. 
It is necessary, but it is not 
Income 
True national income is made up of 
the things and services that add to the 
•urn total of living 
the things men eat 
and wear and u e and enjoy. 
We have 
fewer of these th in g s rather than more to­ 
day 
Thus our real Income is shrinking 
rather than expanding and will c o n tin u e 
to do so at a perhaps accelerated rate so 
long as the war lasts. 
"It Is necessary, of course, that we 
surrender some of the things we normally 
use for the -ake of the war effort 
Guns 
are more important 
than radios at the 
moment. 
But b e c a u s e 
w e 
are 
bending 
every resource to the production of guns. 
we a r e deluding ourselves when vee look 
upon the attendant activity and exchange 
of money necessary to keep it going as evi­ 
dence of prosperity and expanding income.” 
It is regrettable that the distinction so 
clearly defined by the Intelligencer Is not 
more generally appreciated and particular­ 
ly In Washington legislative circles. ^

maintenance of these services frequently 
delayed a growing volume of war and In­ 
dustrial messages. 
Doubtless the senders of the singing 
telegrams will miss them much more than 
the recipients 
While the senders of the 
singing telegrams mav feel that a cherish­ 
ed right has been obliterated, many who 
have received them and regarded them as 
a piece of damned foolishness will most 
likely be glad that the service is being 
terminated.

Company o f fic ia ls report tests made 
since March have Indicated that the san­ 
dals will give from 2 500 to 9 000 miles of

F u rth e r, it involves the board b e­ 
tw een tw o th in g s th a t are m u tu ally 
exclusive. T o stabilize w ages is to 
a d ju st A m ericas existing econom ic 
system to the exigencies of w ar. 
B ut to equalize wages by g o v ern ­ 
m en t actio n would be to m ove in 
th e general direction of a d ifferen t 
econom ic system , so-called econom ic 
equality, econom ic leveling, w hich Is 
a ch ara c te ristic of th eo retical S o ­ 
cialism . U niform ity of incom e w as 
a tte m p te d in th e early ex p erim en t 
i n ’R ussia, but Is not now p racticed . 


I n a d d itio n to th e W ar L abor 
B oard, som e six o th er a d m in istra ­ 
tion agencies have fu n ctio n s w hich 
affect th e causes of inflation.
